(Perhaps the chief cause of the in- 
crease in the number of mentally af- 
flicted persons is the Volstead act, Dr. 
Hickson said. There has been an in- 
crease of nearly 35 per cent in the 
number of mental defectives examined 
in the laboratory s‘nce prohibition 
went into effect. Low grade § post- 
prohibition liquor has proved ruinous 
to the brain tissues of thousands, the 
figures showed. 

But in general the multiplicity of 
laws passed by the government in the 
last few years has tended to destroy 
the morale of the people, according to 


the physician.

“Now, the government das assumed 
to substitute laws for will power. That 
has tended to make it easier for the 
flood of feeble-minded persons to in- 
crease in numbers.” 

Last year Dr. Hickson.examined ap- 
proximately 3,500 men, women, and 
children sent to him by Municipal 
court judges before whom the indi- 
viduals had been arraigned, charged 
with crime. An examination showed 
that 2,000 were insane or feeble mind- 
ed and most of the remainder were 
what is known as border line cases, 
hovering on the verge or insanity. 

“ All the professions have been in- 
vaded by the mental defectives,” he 
asserted. “ The medical profession has 
its thohsands of quacks, Who are noth- 
ing but morons masquerading as physi- 
clans. The prevalence of fake re- 
ligious cults shows the influence on 
religion. The legal profession has its 
hangers-on in the person of Bundreds 
of fixers who infest the courts.”

WHAT’S THE MATTER 
WITH FRANCE? 


The franc has been dropping in value from day 
to day because the French government has not 
balanced its budget. A new tax law was prepared 


- by the Briand ministry. It met with opposition 


here and there, but most observers expected that 
it would be passed. The emergency was so great, 
the need for increasing the government's revenues 
was so pressing, that defeat of the bill because 
of minor injustices seemed impossible. Neverthe 
less, the chamber of deputies refused to endorse 
an important provision of the bill, and because 
ef the adverse vote M. Briand, the premier, and 
his cabinet were forced to resign. That left 
France with a falling currency and an international 
crisis to face at Geneva without a government. 

‘ ‘The incompetence of the French government to 


‘funetion in the emergency is striking. In a situ- 


ation in which we could trust our representatives 
or the British could trust theirs to forget their 
quarrels for the good of the nation the French 
deputies fall down. 

It is a paradox. Mhe French, .whose self-sacrific 
ing patriotism in war time is the marvel of the 
world, fail miserably to yield a centime for the 
sake of their country in time of peace. They 
appear willing to go down with théir country to 
finameial ruin rather than assume a new tax 
burden. 

There is no lack of intelligence in France and 
no lack of patriotic feeling. Perhaps the faifure of 
the French government may be attributed to the 
fact that so much of the best blood and brains of 
the country goes into the army. Government and 
business get what is left. The French army has 
the best high command in the world. In the last 
war the French general staff was supreme among 
the allies because it was best. The French had 
enough competent offieers to direct their own 
forces and enough left over to lend to their allies. 
Not one of our regiments in the war could have 
done as well gs it did but for the help given by 
the French officers assigned to our staff and to 
the units in the field. The debt of the British to 


' 'Wrance’s officers is only less than ours. A nation 


cannot concentrate its best brains in one profes- 


gion without weakening itself in others. 


That is not the whole story, however. The 
Fremch government ever since the establishment 
of the present republic has been a-government of 
parliamentary blocs codperating temporarily. The 
system makes a virtue of factionalism. The gov> 
ernment is likely to\be weakest when the great- 
est strain is put upon it, as at present. The 
more pressing the problem the more likely that 
each faction will have its own solution, to which 
it clings though the heavens fall Happily for us, 
our tradition is different. Our country has adhered 
closely to the two party system, which we learned 
from the British. We have departed from it from 
time to time, but seldom for long. 

The Anglo-American tradition of government is 
different from the French in another respect, which 
applies to the present situation with even greater 
force. The Frenchman has never outgrown the 
conviction that taxation is the business of despots. 
In Bngiand it is centuries since the king could, 
by his own will, enact tax laws. Through those 
centuries of experience the British taxpayer grad- 
ually acquired the conviction that he was taxing 
himaelf, and behaved accordingly. He learned to 
pay. He may not have enjoyed meeting.the exac- 
tions of the treasury, but he met them in the 


conviction that y were for his own good. We 
inherited that’ ition. In France, on the other 
hand, the last vestiges of tyrannical taxation were 
not wiped out wntil the revolution. The French- 
man still carries in the back of his head the notion 
that the taxes he pays are forced from ‘him for 
the good of some one else. That is the explana- 
tion of the wholesale tax evasion in a country 
where commercial honor is maintained at a high 
- Jevel, It is also the explanation of the great diffi- 
eulty experienced by the government in levying 
taxes upon the peasants, a prosperous class whose 
members have the revolution to thank for title 
to their lands. They wrested their acres from a 
tyramnous government and they do not propose 
to allow the old tyranny to be revived through tax- 


A @riking fact in connection with the fall of the 
Briand ministry has been the calm prevailing 
France, and particularly in Paris. It 

may mot last, but as long as it continues it fur- 
nishes proof that the French people are not greatly 
over the crisis. They are used to these

VERA MAY STAY. 
Federal Judge William Bondy held that Vera, 
countess of Cathcart, was eligible to enter the coun- 
try and she was released from the’custody of the 
tmmigration officials, who, with a different deci- 
The ruling of the 
immigration commissioner in New York had been 
against her, and he was sustained by Secretary 
Davis of the labor department. The court holds 
that her affair with the earl of Craven in South 
Africa was not a crime under the laws of that 
country and, regardless of what may be thought 
in America of such irregularity, the woman could 
not be excluded because of turpitude. 
The impression the incident leaves is that the 
immigration agents, wittingly or unwittingly, were 
used in a successful publicity maneuver. The 
countess has her liberty and her contracts end 
apparently i: delighted, pleased with everybody. 
The United States has no reason to be pleased by 
the publicity it has received. 
The law governing the admission of visitors en- 
deavors to exercise the right of denying the privi- 
lege to persons who, for one reason or another, are 
not wanted. Every country exercises the right. 
Most countries succeed in doing it without getting 
themselves laughed at. The definitions in our law 
leave a great deal of interpretation, construction, 
and discretion to @gents, and when the case came 
to Mr. Davis he headed away from ideas of turpi- 
tude which might prevail on Long Island and de- 
cided to conform to opinion in less latitudinarian 
sections. Mr. Davis could not see himself taking 
the ground that adultery was not turpitude. That 
would help him a lot the next time he was on a 
political platform. <A federal court does not have 
to listen to the folk back home. The secretary of 
labor played safe and skipped out for’ Florida. 
The consequence of it all to the country was 
that again it was paraded before world opinion as 
a clownish hypocrite—paraded unjustly but effec- 
tively. Another such occasion was when it pro- 
hibited foreign vessels from coming into its ports 
with enough wines and liquors to serve the return 
trip. Europe thought that was a contemptible 
piece of ihterference, the more so because of our 
own notorious rum running and bootiegging. In 
the Cathcart case Europe had fresh opportunity 
to find Americans unpleasant people, living in 
glass houses and throwing bricks. 
It does not pay to gain a reputation for such 
unpleasantness. It affects opinion, increases dis- 
likes, and creates a susceptibility to other and more 
serious trouble. National antipathies have a great 
deal to do with the conflicts and controversies of 
nations. People of one country may be naturally 
derisive and contemptuous of the people of another. 
This is almost a rule, and they very readily accept 
evidence as justifying their opinions and preju- 
dices, That is an explosive quality in nationality. 
If people naturally thought well of each other pru- 
dential statesmanship would have an easier time. 
We are quite sure that the United States in 
setting a standard of citizenship for itself can avoid 
spreading broadcast untrue and unpleasant im- 
pressions of its citizenship. Probably in the field 
in which the Cathcart case figured there will be 
a line of judicial definitions which wi]l keep immi- 
gration agents out of the devices of publicity and 
out of their own dilemmas, which may be honest 
and nevertheless stupid.

(Brooklyn Eagle.] 
In the hope of winning some support for his foreign 
policies outside of Italy, Premier and Foreign Min- 
ister Mussolini is now coquetting with France and 
Jugoslavia. In his interviews with French journalists 
he stresses the German menace, a subject on which 
he is sure of French response. In his dealings with 
Jugoslavia he emphasizes the necessity that the war 
victors hold together to preserve the fruits of their 
success. ’ é' 
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. Clates continue to pile up evidence 
that it pays to make hay while 
the sun shines. Hay that has had 

plenty of sunshine while it was grass 
and which is then sun cured has more 
of the principles which protect against 
rickets by odds than has hay which grew 
in the dark, was cut on cloudy days, 
and cured by the light of the moon. 

If any person is disposed to say, “I 
don’t eat hay. Why should I take up 
my time reading about hay and cows?” 
The answer is that the milk cow is 
merely a broker. She is not a manu- 
facturer, in the true sense of the word. 
If the hay she eats does not contain 
such. vitamines as those which protect 
against rickets and scurvy and as pro- 
mote growth, then her milk will not con- 
tain these valuable ingredients, at least 
not in full quantities, 

_ s 

All sorts of proof along that Iine has 
been accumulated. For instance, hens 
that do nof get enough sunlight will lay 
eges that are deficient in the anti-rickets 
substance and probably also in the 
growth promoting substance. Inciden- 
tally, the eggs from such hens do not 
hatch well. A batch of eggs from hens 
kept in the sunlight will hatch fust 
forty-five per cent more chickens than 
will eggs laid by hens kept in a poorly 
lighted place, or a place where the sun- 
light comes through glass. One of the 
discoveries is that hens must have direct 
sunlight—sunlight that comes through 
glass will not do. 

Nor is the protection against the dis- 
ease rickets all there is to the question. 
There are several important infections 
and other diseases in which the balance 
between lime and phosphorus in the 
human tissues is the basis of the diséase. 
These antirachitic vitamines thave the 
power to maintain a proper balance be- 
tween calcium and phosphorus in the 
blood. ° 

Therefore, as a matter of protection 
of both the young and the old against 
rickets, scurvy, consamption, spasmodic 
disorders, and some other complaints, it 
is advisable to go back of the milk and 
inquire about the food of the cow; and 
to go back of the egg and inquire as 
to the life history of the hen that laid 
it. Whether it be a cow or a hen these 
researches show that the food and the 
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posing hens and cows to 30 minutes of 
radiation from a mercury quartz vapor 
lamp on those days when clouds obscure 
the sun, or dirty air robs the sun rays 
of all its ultra-violet. Or, if the hay 
has beeh cured in the dark, or the 
chicken feed has not had the sunlight 
it needs, these needs can be made right 
by exposing them to ultra-violet light. 
Another group of experimenters find 
that children who get oranges along with 
their food grow and thrive. The rela- 
fion between the calcium and the phos- 
phorus in their blood remains proper. 
Oranges are largely stored sunshine.

Creation’ of the office of bail com- 
missioner was advocated yesterday in 
a thesis by Dr. Arthur lL. Beeley, a 
student in the school of social service

“The incumbent of the office of bail 
commissioner,” said the anouncement 
by the university, “should be ap- 
pointed by and responsible. to the 
courts. Such an authority could serve 
both the city and,county criminal 
courts in the matter of scrutinizing 
all bail security, licensing of profes- 
sional bondsmen, prosecuting bond for- 
feitures, and in a continuous investt- 
gation and report of the working of 
the bail system.

“This council would inclade the fol- 
lowing public officials: 

“The presiding judge of the Crim- 
inal court of Cook county, the chief 
justice of the Municipal court of Chi- 
cago, the presiding judge of the Juven- 
lle court of Cook county, the state’s 
attorney of Cook county, the city at- 
torney of Chicago, the sheriff of Cook 
county, the chief of police of Chicago, 
the superintendent of the Cook county 
jail, and the superintendent of the 
Chicago house of correction.”

of the Gesamtverband or “General Union of the Eight Baverian Dioceses,” as follows: 

THE ROMAN CATHOLIC CHURCH IN BAVARIA: There are in Bavaria two Archbishoprics, six 
Bishoprics and over 5,000,000 parishioners (approximately 70% of the population of Bavaria), consti- 
tuting the most important unit of the Roman Catholic Church in Germany.

The “General Union of the Eight Bavarian Dioceses” is an Association of the above eight Dioceses 

in Bavaria, which comprise the entire Catholic Church in Bavaria, an integral part of the Roman Cath- 
elic Church. Each Diocese is represented thereon by its Archbishop, Bishop or his attorney and a lay 
member. This General Union has-corporate entity under the laws of the German Reich and the State 
of Bavaria and the taxing powers of the eight Dioceses have been transferred to it. 


OBLIGORS: The Bonds are the Direct Obligation of the “General Union of the Eight Bavarian Dioceses” 
(embracing all the Roman Catholic Dioceses in Bavaria) as provided by a resolution of the Union on 
February 8, 1926, approved by the Bishops’ Assembly and are issued under a Trust Indenture with 
Central Union Trust Company of New York, as Trustee.

As the proceeds of this issue are released by the Trustee, the payment of the principal and interest 
of this issue will become the Direct Several Obligation of each Bishop in whose Diocese a reloan ig 
made, to an extent proportionate to that part of the net proceeds of this issue so reloaned. Upon the- 
release of the entire proceeds the payment of this issue will, therefore, in addition to being the Direct 
Obligation of the “General Union,” be further covered by the Collective Obligations of the Dioceses 
using the proceeds as well as by a charge upon first mortgages on property of a tax value of at least 
four times the amount of the reloans or other security of equal collateral value. Applications for re- 
loans in excess of the amount of the proceeds of this issue have already been made. 


SOURCES OF REVENUE FOR SERVICE OF LOAN: To pay the Interest and Sinking Fund charges 
on this Loan there are amongst others two primary sources of revenue:

(1) The reloan of the proceeds of this issue to Catholic Dioceses, institutions and organizations, as 
described above, will be made with corresponding sinking funds but at higher rates of interest 
than on this issue. 

The revenues available for these reloans service charges will come partly from tax receipts and 
partly from other income from productive properties (vineyards, forests, farmlands, rented 
buildings, etc.), owned by the Dioceses and parishes.
